THE HAMPTON BEACH CALAMITY. 


The work of straightening out and 


clearing up the wrecked buildings ut 
Hampton beach, has started in earnest. 
All day long on Wednesday, 6th inst., 
big gangs of men were at work and by 
night had made a big difference in 
things. 


Diver Hurley went over on the early 


train and was not long in locating the 
sail boat in \v Inch the Kensington purty 
met such a sad fate. 


He went down in hope of recovering 


the bodies of Gertrude and 
Ralph 


Hodgdon, that are still missing, and it 
was thought were tangled in .some of 
the boat's rigging, 


The search was unsuccessful, and 


after being down over throe hours, ho 
had to give it up. 


The boat lies in seventy feet of water, 


and there is no prospects of raising ber. 
The mainsail is 
gone, having been 


blown away before the craft went down. 


During the day, tha hat Morn by 


Gertrude Hodgdon when she went on 
the ill-fated trip, was washed ashore 
and quickly identified by her father, 
who is still at the beach. 


The shore is patrolled night and day, 


so that if either of the bodies are washed 
ashora they will quickly be recovered 
and turned ov er to relatives. 


It is now known that two other 


sail boats were seen off the beach just 
before the squall struck, and it is 
thought that they must have foundered 
aud the occupants drowned. 


No one knows who were in the boats 


or wheie they came from. 


Coroner Rider returned home in the 


afternoon, after two days' hard work in 
straightening out things and caring for 
the dead. 


He did everything possible to recover 


the other two bodies, but they were no 
doubt carried out to sea. 


The family oi William H. Johnson of 


Haverhill had a miraculous escape in 
the cyclone at Hampton beach. He had 
hiied for the season two cottages at the 
extreme eud of the beach, and t\*o of 
his children, aged respectively eight 
and twelve years, were in the sitting 
room of one of the cottages when the 
cyclone wrecked it. There were also 
two other children and two young men 
in the room. 


The furniture of the room consisted 


of a large old fashioned sofa, a large 
centre table, a heavy hanging lamp with 
i;lass pendants, chairs, pictures, etc. 


When the storm broke and the occu 


pants feared that the house was about 
to blow over, the young men tritd to 
open the front door to allow all to es- 
cape, but found that it would not open. 


They then attempted to get out of 


the windows, but by this time the full 
fury of the cyclone had reached the 
house, and over and over it went four 
times, the sis occupants of the room 
and the heavy furniture rolling over 
and over promiscuously. 


When the storm subsided the occu- 


pants crawled out from underneath the 
debris, and it was found that not one of 
them was seriously hurt, a few bruises 
and scratches being the extent of their 
injuries. 


The house is now seventy feet from 


its former location.

At this hour of writing, little is known 


of the day's work at Cuba's second city 
Unable to retreat farther, the Spaniards, 
are fighting with their b«cks against 
the city proper, and fighting with the 
desperation that comes when hope is 
gone. 
Sheltered as they have been, 


they have poured a murderous fire upon 
the invading host; and whilst the ulti- 
mate result is not in doubt, the uncer- 
tainty that shrouds the American loss is 
a fearful strain upon the men and 
women that have sons, brothers and 
sweethearts in that bell of lead and fire. 
For them the pity of it far outweighs 
the glory. 


If this were a war of conquest, or a 


war of tyranny, how would the soul 
revolt against the slaughter of so many 
gallant men ! What a cry would go out 
against it! But the thought that out of 
it will come liberty and justice, that 
because of it the world will be bettered, 
that it is a war of humanity against in- 
humanity—fortifies tue watchers at home 
and helps them bear the sorrow meted 
out to them with a heroism that has its 
counterpart on the field of battle.

BET-ORE SANTIAGO. July 4, by Asso- 


ciated Press boat Dauntless, by PORT 
ANTONIO, July 5, and KINGSTON, JAM , 
July G.—Not a shot has been exchanged 
between the opposing armies since yes- 
terday noon. At the request of the for- 
eign consuls in Santiago, General Shat- 
ter extended until tomorrow noon the 
period of time within which General 
Linares may agree to surrender his 
forces, and if he fails to do so the town 
will be bombarded. The Spanish gen- 
eral's compliance is doubted.

Spanish Factional Views. 


MADRID, July 6.—Senor Silevila, con- 


servative leader, declares the present 
situation more favorable to peace than 
at any time since the war began, but 
that the government alone is the best 
judge of what ought to be done in the 
present circumstances, and he will snp- 
port the government in any decision it 
may reach. 


The republicans say the country is

President McKinley Issues An Address 


To The American People. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—President Mc- 


Kinley, following the example set by 
Ex-President Lincoln, after great civil 
war victories, issued a long address to 
the people of the United States, advis- 
ing them to thank God for the victories 
of Manila and Santiago and to pray for 
more victones that will bring peace. 
The following is a brief synopsis of the 


had charge of the exhibit, to suggest 
to Chief Naval Constructor Hichborn 
the construction of a working model of 
such a dock, believing that it would 
prove a most interesting feature, and it 
has been built during the past winter.

These docks will be 700 feet long on the 
coping head to the outer gate sill; 1G2 
feet six inches wide on top; seventy-one 
feet wide on the bottom; seventy-five 
feet wide at the entrance on the bottom; 
120 feet wide at the entrance on top; 
thirtj-eight feet deep to the working 
floor and the top of' three foot keel

een prepared in great detail no that 
he model ship which accompanies it 
an be docked and nndocked just as the 
ctual ship would be. A large basin is 
constructed outside the entrance in 
which the model ship will be floated, 
,nd a complete system of piping »nd 
valves is provided so that the dock can 
be floated, allowing the model ship to 
enter, and then drained, leaving her dry 
>n the blocks. A railing surrounds the 
hree land sides of the dock, on which 
is a working model of a powerful trav- 
elling crane, used for handling heavy 
weights (forty tons being the capacity). 


OUR DEBT TO BUMBLEBEES. 


Th* Part Thcie Buy Worker* Play IB th* 


VvrttllMtloii of Flower*. 


Barney Hoskiu KUfndish writes an 


article on "The 
Bumblebee" foi St. 


Nicholas. Mr. Staudish says: The work 
of the bumblebee iu bringing about the 
cross fertilization of flowers is as im- 
portant as that of the honeybee, uud 
these two stand at the head of the list 
of insects useful in this respect. Each 
has its flowers which it alone visits, 
but there are many flowers on neutral 
ground visited by both. So we may 
say of the bumblebee, as of the honey- 
bee, the more bumblebees the more 
seeds; tho more seeds tho more flowers 
—especially wild flowers, as tho tall 
bellflower, touch me not, Solomon's seal, 
gentian, Dutchmen's breeches and tur- 
tle head. But probably the nuwt impor- 
tant work this insect does for agricul- 
ture is upon the fields of red clover. 


I There is abundant proof that this plant 
I will not produce seed without the co- 


operation of the bumblebee. It is im< 
possible for the wind to bring about tho 
fertilization of the seed, as it may do 
in the case of Indian com, grain and 
some forest trees. The tube of red clo- 
ver blossoms, too, is so long that other 
insects (including the honeybee) are 
not regular visitants. 


Here is proof that this plant must 


have visits from the bumblebee. This 
insect is not a native of Australia, and 
red clover failed to produce need there 
until bumblebees were imported. As 
soon as they bpcamo numerous the plant 
could bo depended upon for seed. 
Again, the blossoms of the first crop of 
the Medium itad clover of our ovtii 
country are just as perfect as those of 
the second crop, but there are too few 
bumblebees "ji the field, so early in the 
season, to produce fertilization, hence 
little or no heod in thin crop. If bumble 
bees were sufficiently numerous, there 
is no reason why much larger yields of 
clovor seed might not bo expected than 
at present. 


Here is v hat a well informed farmer 


says about it: 


"It was formerly thought that the 


world resto-1 on the shoulders of Atlas. 
I oau prove that its prosperity rests on 
the bumblebee. Tho world cannot pros- 
per without the farmers' product. Tho 
farm will not be productive without 
clover. Wo cannot raise clover without 
wed, and we cannot have clover setJ 
without tho bumblebee, becaube it 
this insect that carries the pollen from 
flower to flower, securing its develop- 
ment anrt continuance. Let us learn to 
kuC'.v and to protect our friends."

WOUNDED AT KEY 


Iroquofo Hriu§;n Some of Thovo 


In Friday'* Battle. 


Key West, July 6.— The Red Cross 


steamer Iroquols arrived yesterday af- 
ternoon from Santiago de Cuba with 
320 wounded on board. The board of 
health authorities granted permission 
to land the wounded from the Iroquols, 
und the ship was docked for that pur- 
pose. A surgeon In charge of the wound- 
ed asserted In the course of an Inter- 
view that the most of those on board 
were Injured In the first day's fight, 
Jast Friday, when a general engage- 
ment occurred all along the line. 


These men are the milder cases, sent 


to Key West to make room for the large 
numbers being brought Into camp from 
the fields. Most of them will be ready 
for duty in a moTith or six weeks. There 
are only a few seriously wounded on 
board. The surgeon said all would be 
placed In hospitals here, instead of be- 
ing sent north. 


The delay In landing was caused by 


the steamer grounding on a bank, where 
she lay for two hours. Hundreds of 
solfllers and sailors with citizens met 
her at the wharf, inquiring as to friends 
in Cuba. 


Several olher transports are en route 


to Key West with wounded. There is 
much excitement in the city. 


The doctor in charge of the hospitals 


here says that the wounded men that 
arrived yesterday from the scene of 
the recent operations in Cuba are im- 
proving as well as can be expected, and 
that all will recover. The wounded offi- 
cers will leave for the north today or 
tomorrow.

which went down 10 minutes later. Of 
the 600 passengei s and crew on board 
only 200 were saved. One woman was 
saved by her husband. The i aptain and 
other deck officer* went down with the 
ship. 
The Cromartyshfre laid to and 


picked up the 2uO passengers and sea- 
men who were rescued, transporting 
them to the Grecian, which came along 
*u that hour. 


The lop of the Cromartyshire. signed 


by Captain Henderson, Is as follows:

The captain of the Grecian agreed to 
take the passengers on hoard, and also 
agreed to tow my ship to Halifax. Ow- 
ing to the condition o£ my ship I ac- 
cepted the offer, and we proceeded at 
«jnce to tranship the passengers aril 
get ready our tow line. 


At 6 p. m. \\e had made a connection 


and proceeded in tow of the Grecian to- 
wards Halifax, having put a sail over 
the broken bow to take part of tl. e 
strain off the collision bulkhead. There 
was at that time 14 feet of \\ater in the 
forepeak- 


Mrs. Henderson, wife of the captain, 


was on board the Cromartyshire with 
her two children. She tells a thrilling 
tale of the terrible experience. The co.- 
lision occurred at 5 a. rn. on the 4th 
inst. The weather was foggy, and she 
had risen from her bunk at an early 
hour, as was her custom M hen the 
weather was thick. Shortly before the 
vessels came together she detected a 
steamer's whistle blowing on the port 
side of the vessel. The Cromartyshire 
(ivas sounding her fog horn at intervals 
of one minute. 
! Mrs. Henderson called the attention 
ot her husband to the sounding of the 
whistle, and a minute later the mate, 
who was on the watch, also detected 
the sound. It came nearer and nearer, 
(and 
Mrs. Henderson stood near the 


cabin in order to rescue her children 
should a disaster occur. Suddenly the 
huge hulk of an 
ocean greyhound 


loomed up Tn the mist, going about 17 
fcnots an hour. 
Almost Immediately 


there was a fearful crash and Mrs. Hen- 
derson rushed below and dressed her 
little ones as quickly as possible and 
removed them to the deck, expecting to 
gee her own ship go down any minute. 
Captain Henderson had. as soon as the 
collision occurred, ordered the boats to 
be lowered and the damage to be ascer- 
tained. As It was found that Cromarty- 
shire was in no immediate danger, the 
Britisher was put about. The vessel 
with which they had collided was at 
that time unknown. A few minutes 
later her whistle was heard and sev- 
eral rackets were sent up. 
Captain 


Henderson replied In like manner, 
thinking the steamer was offering as- 
sistance, but In a few minutes all waa 
quiet, and those on board hegan to re- 
alize the awful results of the collision. 


At 5.30 Ihe fog lifted and two boats

WILL AVOID STAMPS 


Boston A. IH»l*e Will P»r E 
In C»»b Hrrv»ft«r 
. 


The uev system of paying off the em- 


ploye! of the Boston Ac M»ico railroad 
will be inaugurated tomorrow by the 
corporation management. For several 
years past the help have been paid by 
means of bank checks, which were Bent 
to the station agents on Thursday ol 
each week. Th« agent would cash the 
checks, auct they would than be re- 
mitted to the treasurer as cash. This 
system has been very satisfactory to 
everyone, and was mncu better than 
running a pay car. 


Since the war revenue law went into 


eflect, the corporation decided that pay- 
ing off by means of checks, wowld 
be'rather expensive as every draft would 
have to be adorned with a two cent 
stamp. 


Today a circular was received by 


local agents of the road, announcing 
that the check method 
would be 


abolished and hereafter the employes 
would be paid m cash. At the larger 
stations assistant paymasters will be 
sent out from Boston on a certain day 
each week, and the station help will 
have to call at the ticket office and get 
their cash. 


At the smaller stations a pay roll will 


be sent to the agent along with the 
money to pay the help under him, and 
he will see to it that the men icceive 
their cash. 
After all the station em- 


ployes have settled and signed the roll 
it w ill be forwarded to the paymaster's 
office in Boston. 


It is probable that a pay roll will be 


sent to the Biddeford and Saco stations, 
and the agent be leqmred to act as pay- 
master. At Lawrence, Dover, Ports- 
mouth, and.the larger stations, an assist- 
ant of Paymaster Nowell will call each 
week and pay the men their wages. 


Under the old system it would have 


cost the Boston and [Maino thousands 
of dollars yearly to pay off as a large 
number of checks are sent out each 
week from Boston, and each one would 
now have cost the company a couple of 
cents.
